0.—At alionfe 3 
o'clock S'ltiii'day afternoon itre broko out) 
in frho Bhait of the Orfm>hi mino, and It is 
more than probable that thirty tnou and 
l>oys have boon burned to death os suf- 
foonted. 


Tho iiro Rturtod In shaft No. 8, which Is 
used to carry fcho niiniu'.i to tho surfaxic 
from tho m\m. When tho iiro bmko out 
all of tho niuji and boys eniploycxl in tho 
mino, about im in uunxbor, niado a msh 
for tho ehaft in t-lio hopo of bciui? taken to 
tbo surfaco. Tho iiro vviia too rapid for 
them, however, aud tho cluinco of escap- 
ing by the shaft wivs cntiri^ly cut off by 
tho ilaincs and smoko. Tlio majority of 
tlio minors mado a break for a cross cut, 
aud in that way managed to reach another 
shaft from which they wcro taken to tho 
top. Tliirty wore niisding whou tlio roll 
called. 


Within a short timo aftor thv^ Ijod 
roochcd the fiiiri'aco smoko began pouring 
from all tho shafts, and tho c^soapn of tho 
men bolow was entirely cut oil. Tlio men 
in chnrgcsay that there is not tho slightcat 
chanec for any of tho men now in the mino 
to osca.po Wil li their Uvea. If they aro not 
burned they must have bei»u ehoked >vitii 
the denso smoke within u short timo ufcer 
the ÜVO starteli. 


Captain P. Richards, with a ffanff of 
sovon mon, went down No 5 shaft last 
oveninK and went about 700 feet toward 
No. 4 shaft, when they had totui-n and floe 
for tinnir lives on account of tho smoke and 
gaa. Some of tliese men were veiy nearly 
ovoi^come, only rcacliing the surfaco in 
timo to niivo their lives. It 1B learned that 
tho plm.0 where tho üro caught was tho 
worst place in the whole mino, and tbo 
only plaw In the niino where Uro of uny 
extent could have Cciuprht, 


Several of tho men who cscapcd claim to 
have piusscd others on tho ladders that 
were unablo to proucixi further on u<5couut 
of being overcome with smoko and goß. 
At the timo the alarm was sounded oror 
200 wore undergrcund, and all coiüd. bavo 
esciHitd hud they used prox>eT precauttoa. 
Several minertì in their illght passed a 
group of seven or eight who hvd stopped 
to retìt and were smoking their pipes. They 
seemed to be in no hurry or think of dan- 
gler. When told to hurry to the surfaco 
they remarked that they bad plenty of 
time, but not one of them reached the sur- 
face. 


An attempt will bo mado to reach the 
men today. There is no danger of tho 
bodies btiing burned, and it is generally 
thought that the men eseapi^d to some of 
thu drifts leading to ether shafts and were 
overcome by gas and snioke before they 
could reach a plac« of safety. This being 
the c^se, the bodies will be rocovcred as 
soon as tho flm is goiUm under control 
and thi^ gases leave tho mintv 


HOUUHTON, Mii h., Se.pt. 10.—Tho situa- 
tion at the OstH^ola C(jpper mine, where 
thirty miners arcentnmbiid» remains about 
tlie same. Captain Hiehard ISdwards and 
a couiJle of men went down aa far utì tho 
second level in shaft No. 1 to make stJino 
repairs to tho pump, but they suddenly 
felt themselves being overcomo by the gas 
and started up. One of these mon became 
exhaiistcid before going far und had to be 
helped to the harfaC'O. The shafts will l'è- 
main battoned down in order to smother 
tlie ili-e until Wednesday, when thiy will 
be opened and an clfort mado to I'eaeh the 
bodieö.

fore it arrives at maturity, and, if 
the 
•weather continues dry, tiie arienic clings 
to the fruit, and what is not absorbed 
through the skin remains on it, forming 
a fine coating, which must evidently bo 
detrimental to health, especially wiiere 
the fruit is consumed to any extent." 
A little further on it remarks:

quality that are put upon the English 
markets are those raised at 
home and 
those consigned by the Tasinanian and 
American growers.

y^HERE arc few drearier laiul- 
sciipcs on the face of the earth, 
writes David Ker,in the Brook- 
lyn Citizen,thun the mighty wall 
-of bare, burning sandstone that stretches 
unbroken for acorcs of miles together 
ialoDg the western side of the Red Sea, 
like an embodiment of that 
dcstroyiuij 
heat and hopeless desolation which 
the 
very name of Africa never fails to su^- 
iïcsL. 
Greatly would any raw 
traveler 
be surprised to learn 
that behind 
this 
ijritn rampart lies one of the most beau- 
tiful and fertile regions in the 
world, 
and one of the most romantic likewise— 
•Christian forages past, yet utterly savai^c, 
picturesquely blending ancient 
civiliza- 
tion and modern barbarism—a perfect 
AfricanjMrntencgro,1irstJintroduced to the 
notice of Europe a century ago by the 
•"daring explorers of Abyssmia. 


The gateway of this strange region is 
•quite as curious 
as 
itself. 
Sweeping 
northward along the African shore you 
•descry far in the distance, on the edge 
of a strip of level beach, which forms as 
it were the doorstep of the Abyssinia 
highlands, a row of flat, white objects, 
-sugge«itive of a game of dominoes left 
untinished by two mountain giants. 
As 
yon approach, these nondescript objects 
gradually shape themselves into 
bril- 
liantly white houses, built entirely of 
•coral, beyond which flutter jauntily over 
the smooth, sunlit waters 
of 
a small 
land-locked bay the smart scarlet of the 
British union jack and the green, white 
and red of the Italian merchant ensign. 
An English cargo boat from Liverpool 
and an Italian steamer from Naples have 
just come in, and the latter has brought 
not a few passengers who have come to 
stay, for this is the famous port of Mas- 
•fiownh, coveted for ages by 
the 
flerce 
mountaineers who 
look down upon it 
from those shadowy heights above us, 
ceded by Turkey to the late Khedive of 
E^-yptin ISOO, now occupied by Italy 
without any cession or formality at alL 
To reach Massowah itself is now an 
•easy mntter, thanks to the monthly line 
of Italian steamers from Naples; but to 
penetrate thence to Tigre (the adjacent 
province of Abyssinia) is not quite so 
•simple as formerly, the Italian invasion 
and the severe flghting that followed it 
having embittered the native mountain 
clans against all foreigners alike. 
How- 
ever, the thing may be done with proper 
management, though the journey itself 
is by no means a holiday trip. 
Over the 
dusty, scorching plain of the lowlands 
nothing can carry you safely but a camel, 
and the camel's ordinary motion (as any 
man who has ever ridden one will readily 
iidmit) is very much like being perched 
•on the top of a particularly higlx omni- 
bus, which keeps upsetting every two 
minutes. 


When the mountains are reached at 
'last, and you exfhange your (wo-humped 
engine of torture for one of the hardy 
and untiring native horses, matters im- 
prove consderably, though 
a 
nervous 
man might object to ride at full gallop 
along the edge of a ;:3U0-foot precipice, 
or to pass outside a laden packhorse on a 
'ledge path barely two yards wide.

Conspicuous amid the crowd of richly 
dressed native attendants thai surround 
the "Nehgus'* (as the Abyssinian King 
IS called) is the llgure of a tall and portly 
man in a gorgeously embroidered robe, 
with a flat, shining disk of metal hang- 
ing upon his breast at the end of a light 
silver chain, this being the badge of hia 
oflire as the King's head cook. 
Tho])ost 
is one of the best in the whole kin^rdom, 
but it has its drawbacks, the holder of it 
being bound to remain unmarried, and 
never to quit the court without the spe- 
cial leave of the King himself, which is 
seldom if over irivcn. Moj'cover, among 
th is high functionary's countless duties is 
the 
tasting of every avticle of food or 
drink, no matter what it may be, which 
is to be set before his royal master. 


One very characteristic feature of this 
strange court still 
remains 
to

scribed. 
A little apart from the throng 
you will notice a large group of hand- 
some native girls of various ages, from 
thirteen to sixteen, arrayed in pictur- 
esque national costume and adorned with 
barbaric national flnery. A painter might 
object to their receding chins and thick, 
pouting lips, but their black, lustrous 
melting eyes, their long silky hair and 
the wonderful symmetry of their slim, 
graceful forms, 
are a study worthy of 
Titian himself. 


Should the King be pleased with your 
address, or 
with

request or rather command you to take

with you as your wives. 
By native cus- 
tom it is death for any man to decline 
a gift oilered by

EW more' hazardous occupations 
can be named thnn that of well- 
shooter in the oil and gas re-

A well-shootor is always 
in the employ of some company 
that 
manufactiires high explosives, and his 
business is to load long tub?« with nitro- 
glycerine or other similar subtanco, low- 
er them to the bottom of the gac or oil 
well 
and 
there explode 
them. 
The 
shock loosens the Trenton limestone, the 
porous strata in which the oil or gas is 
found in these (icids, and t-uuses an in- 
creased flow. ' Sometimen a well that is 
worthless and almost dry becomes pi'o- 
ductive and profltable altoi being shot, 
and the stimuhis usually lasts for weeks, 
I n t h e O h i a a n d Indiana lield, which 
comprises, all^told, an area of probably 
10,000 square miles, there are about a 
score of men who follow thi^i dangerous 
business, besides the manufacturers and 
the men who are employed to haul the 
explosives to the out-of-the-way places 
where the magazines are erected and 
where a small supply, rarely more than 
300 quarts of 
nitro-glycerine in one 
place at most, is stored. 
A shot is some- 
times as little as eight quarts, but more 
often it is from sixty to eighty, and in 
some cases as much as IGO quarts are 
used. 
Imagine, if you can, what a ter- 
rific shock that would cause if exploded 
at the surface. 
Even 1400 or 2000 feet 
below, it make«; the earth tremble and 
throws a tremendous burst of gravel and 
debris out of the well, and not infre- 
quently high above the derrick.

A liUllo Heroine. 


To the heroism of Gertie An lerson, 
the eight-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs.

cooking and eatin^r, in short, includ- 
ing the tent itself {168 feet by fifty- 
five feet), were securely packed in 
boxes and wagons on a train two miles 
distant. 


Four tables, each sixty feet loner, ac- 
commodate the canvas men, 
railroad 
men, grooms, drivers, elephant men, 
animal men, wardrobe men, rinrstock 
men, 
blacksmiths, horuess 
makers, 
wagon greasers, carpenters, who are 
the laborers of the circus, and whose 
appetites are enormous. 
Each *of 
theso 300 men averages three or lour 
cups of coffee at a meal, and no matter 
how expensive the bill of fare may be 
their usual order is a *'full house;" 
that is, everything there is, and they 
frequently repeat the 
order two or 
three times. 
It is not an uncommon 
occurrence for a circus laborer, in the 
course of a single meal, to (Irink 
ten 
cups of coffee or eat a dozen cars of 
corn. 


And this is only one section of the 
cook tent, for on the other side of the 
main entrance aro drawn up four oth- 
er tables, accomtnodating iihy persons 
each, where the acrobats, clowns, dime 
museum freakti, musicians, tight rope 
performers, jugv^lers and other celeb- 
rities are busy with knives and forks. 
Parallel with these tables in the farth- 
er corner are two others, where the 
Congress of Nations In National cos- 
tumes, the Arabs, Nepaulese, Ivlin^fs, 
Dahomeyans, Etist .Indiaas, Japanese 
and a scotìi of others from all parts of 
Asia and Ai'rica, men, women and chil- 
dren, are eatin.^? in their ovvu peculiar 
way, which is saying much.

Hicks for September. 


Weather prophet nicks^ prcdiota this 
•weather for September: Headers may pre- 
pare for some marked disturbauces about 
Ihc 8d to Clb, Ibo equatorial cyclone up 
from the South v^eas, aud along our gulf 
roasts being not at all unlikely. 
Stonns 
arc apt to reach all interior parts of the 
country about the same time, and a de 
cided change to cooler weather will come 
when the Ptorm area has passed well east 
of any given point. Frost is probable 
for several nights between the storms of 
this period and the 10th. Northerly sec- 
tions make a note of this. 


About the 10th it will turn much 
•warmer and many disturbances 'will be 
felt. 


A cool wave will come iu after the 
storms and last till displaced by the reg 
ular Vulcan period beginning on the 
Kith. From the IGth to 30th may be set 
down as the danger period. Earth -will 
bo about her crisis, Venus will have en- 
tered her period, Jupiter still holds, and 
the moon will bo new iu Perigree and at 
an eclipse node—there being an cclipso 
of the sun iu other parts of the earth on 
the 18th. It will be very warm, with 
southerly winds and a general low bar- 
ometer in most parts of the coutinciit, as 
the period reaches its crisis, Kain, light- 
ning aud thunder, with many stiff gales, 
may be expected. Very cool weather 
will spread southward from the north- 
west after the storms. Dashes of early 
snow arc likely in the north aloug 'the 
western rim of storms about 18th to 20th. 


At the final wiudup northerly currcuts 
will dominate the country, the barometer 
will rise very high, aud cold weather 
generally prevail. We believe that cold- 
cr weather than iu September for some 
years will fall in the last half of the 
month, and that an early winter will fol- 
low.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


\VM. U. BliAVEUPON, o r VOUK» STTOOTS UIS 
WIKE, AND TUEN KILLS HIMSELF. 


ricasnreville, three miles from York, 
was the sccne of a horrible tragedy on 
Thursday 1?it noon. 
Wm. II. Bcaverson 
shot his wife, Ida, emptying his six-shot 
revolver, killing her instantlv. Then he 
reloaded the revolver, and killed himself, 
eleven shots iu all being ilred. 


The couple had been married ton years 
and lived on Broad street, in York.— 
Bcaverson was very jealous, and object- 
ed to his wife's intimacy with a Len Bak- 
er, and had brought charges of adultery 
apaiust Baker before Alderman VVilhelm. 
He also threatened to shoot Baker aud 
his wife, and had loaded a gun for this 
purpose. 


On Tuesday aftei-noon Mrs. Beaverson 
left homo oRtonsibly to put her mother's 
grave at Mt. Zion in condition, but once 
with her sister at Pleasurevillc she ajv 
parentlymadeuphor mind not to return. 
After his wife had left, Bcavernson set 
out after her aud iu the evening he was 
seen sitting on a fence, half way up 
Diehl's hill. While Mrs. Bcaverson was 
supposed to be at the ccnietery, she and 
a man unknown to the witnesses came 
down the road iu a team and when they 
were opposite Bcaverson ho stopped 
them. "Words prssed between thom and 
then the team started olT, Bcaverson fol- 
lowiuii. lie went to York» but Mrs. 
Beaverson and the stranger drove iu on 
a side road. Somewhere they separated 
and Mrs Beaverson went back to her 
sister's. 


Tho nsxt day Beaverson appeared be- 
fore Alderman Wilhelm and preferred 
the chaige against Baker. Accordiug to 
the information the man in the buggy 
was Baker. 


Thursday morning at the request of 
Beaverson, Mrs. John Kottcamp, who 
was one of their boarders, wrote a letter 
to the wife, asking her to returu home. 
About 10 o'clock Bcaverson rode out 
Market street on a car to East York, aud 
proceeded to Pleasurcville. 


Mrs. Bcaverson objected to seeing him 
but finally consented. 
She was sewing 
on a shirt, aud beaverson pleaded with 
her to return home» Mrs. Iloffmau, her 
IG year son aud a crippled boy of 12 
years, were present. Then they charged 
each other with infidelity, and she ac- 
cused him of drinking with a woman in 
a cellar. He promised to do better here- 
after but she said she was afraid to go 
home, that he would shoot her. 


"Theu ril shoot you now," cried Bea- 
verson, and began firing. Mrs. lloiTman 
had gone to the cellar, and the boys ran 
out. 


The crippled boy was on a wood chest 
and Mrs. Beaverson. so blocked his way 
that he had to stay there while Reaver- 
son fired five more shots at his wife, al* 
ready wounded in the shoulder. 
The 
third shot stretched her on the floor, but 
the murderer continued firing into the 
body. 
lie then sat down, reloaded his 
pistol, got dowu on his knees aud placed 
the pistol at his head. 
Mrs. Hoffman 
coming in he aimed at her aud she rau 
out. Then he shot himself iu the temple, 
firing afterward several shots into his 
left breast. 
y After th,c tragedy a big crowd gathered 
ifbout the house and about 2 aclock a 
messenger notified Coroner PfaltzgralT, 
who went to the scene as soon as possi 
ble aud empanelled a jurv, who rendered 
verdicts in accordance with the facts, de- 
ciding that the tragedy was the result of 
a fit of jealousy. 


The murdered woman was a daughter 
of Michael and Elizabeth Sipe, both de- 
ceased, and was born in the house in 
which she was killed.

The turtles are brought to 
Ashland, and sold as ordered to local 
saloons, hotels and restaurants, and 
many are shipped to Cincinnati, Pitts- 
burg and all the small cities along the 
Ohio. 
Several others beside Oarr 
catch turtles for a living, but he is the 
boss of the business. 
In almost every 
yard up East Fork the natives ha^o 
from one to a do/en turtles penned up 
to sell.' 


Jake Henry, who lives in a double 
log house about sixty miles from here, 
his in one room a general country 
store. 
He often trades pork 
and 
crackers for turtles, and out in his 
rear yard razor-backed 
hogs 
and 
sometimes a score of turtles flight for 
the slop in the troughs. 
Catching 
turtles is tiresome work. 
Carr always 
works with bare hands, but most of 
the hunters use n heavy glove to pro- 
tect them from the sharp edges of the 
turtle's shell and the vicious teeth of 
the easily angered muskrats. 
The av- 
erage weight of these fresh water ter- 
rapins is about five pounds, bui quite 
a number woi;5'hing twenty pounds are 
bagged, and once in a while a twenty- 
five-pounder 
delights the 
fisher.

prices range from fifty cents to $2.50 
each,—New York Kecorder.
